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REMARKS 

In this paper, claims 1 and 6 are currently amended, and claims 25-27 have been added. After 
entry of the above amendment, claims 1-10 and 12-27 are pending, and claim 1 1 has been canceled. 

Claims 1-5, 7-10, 12-13 and 23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schwaller (US 5,247,430) in view of admitted prior art. This basis for rejection is respectfully 
traversed. 

Claim 1 has been amended to clarify that the control circuit provides a control signal that 
controls the operation of at least one of the plurality of bicycle components other than powering the 
at least one of the plurality of bicycle components. Schwaller discloses a switching controller (1) that 
powers one or more lamps Rl, V L i ? V L 2, etc., wherein the power signal is pulsed to avoid 
overvoltage conditions. The signal is not pulsed to provide a control signal other than powering the 
lamps, so it cannot be called a composite control signal as recited in claim 1. Schwaller neither 
discloses nor suggests the subject matter presently claimed. 

Claim 6 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Schwaller in view 
of admitted prior art and Gohda (US 4,609,982). This basis for rejection is respectfully traversed for 
the same reasons noted above. 

Claims 14-19 and 24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schwaller in view of admitted prior art and Turner (US 2002/0014366). This basis for rejection is 
respectfully traversed for the same reasons noted above. 

Claims 20-22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Schwaller in 
view of admitted prior art, Turner and Gohda. This basis for rejection is respectfully traversed for the 
same reasons noted above. 

Accordingly, it is believed that the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103 have been overcome by 
the foregoing amendment and remarks, and it is submitted that the claims are in condition for 
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allowance. Reconsideration of this application as amended is respectfully requested. Allowance of 
all claims is earnestly solicited.
